John Sherman delivered a long tirade

the bill than he was. Added to Mr. BSher- 
man’s opposition will be the opposition of 
¢he national bankers and large moneyed 
‘‘nterests. Whethee Mr. Cleveland will go 
with these people and veto the bill, or will 
yield to the great mass of democrats in 
and out of congress, remains to be seen. 
Everybody knows that he is an opponent 
of the measure, but in face of the uemands 
ef the democratic leaders in congress, it 
is not believed he will veto it.

IN THE SENATE, 


Sherman Continues Speaking Against 
' the Seiggniorage Bill. 


Washington, March 9.—The vice president 
having left the city for a trip to North Car- 
Olina with Mrs. Stevenson, who is not in 
good health, the chair was occupied today 
by Mr. Harris, president pro tem. of the 
senate. The house bill passed March tth to 
amend the act of March 3, 1887, authoriz- 
ing the construction of a bridge across the 
East river between New York and Long ls- 
land was reparted without amendment from 
the committee on commerce and was 
passed. 

Mr. Peffer offered a preamble and resolu- 
tion reciting the circulatiun in the city and 
tural newspapers of the statement that 
senators, making use of their official knowl- 
eage, operate on the stock exchange 
in the shares of the sugar trust and that 
Many of them have thus acquired large 
gains and protits. ‘The resolution directed 
the appointment of a select committee of 
five senators to invegtigate the subject. He 
asked that the resolution lie on the table for 
the present. 

Mr. Morrill inquired of Mr. Peffer whether 
he had any personal knowledge of the truth 
of any of the charves. 

Mr. Peffer disclaimed any such personal 
knowledge, but thought it proper, in view 
of the newspaper publications, to offer the 
resolution. 

Mr. Quay inquired of the presiding officer 
whether it was in order to move to lay the 
resolution on the table, and was informed 
that it was not. as the resolution was not 
before the senate, having been laid on the 
table.. The senate tien proceeded to the 
considration cf bills on the calendar unob- 
jected to. At 2 o’clock, the Bland seignior- 
age bill was taken up. 

Mr. Allison, who was entitled to the floor 
on the motion to reconsider the vote by 
which the bill went to its third reading, 
excused himself from speaking today, on 
account of hoarw#eness, and suggested that 
a day and an horr should be fixed by unan- 
imous consent, for taking the vote on his 
motion. 

Mr. 


Harris Is Posititve. 


Mr. Harris, in charge of the bill, expresgr, 
ed his desire to accommode*e any senator,” 


and he proposed that the vote should™S 
taken on Mr. Allison’s motion at 2 o'clock 
next Wednesday. He would not commit 
himself, however, co give unanimous con- 
sent to the offering of amendments if the 
motion were voted down. 

Mr. Manderson inquired of Kir. Harris 
wv nether he proposed to allow amendments 
to be offe-*d if Mr. Allison’s motion should 
be withdrawn. 

“On .he contrary,” saic Mr. Harris, ‘I 
decline to commit myself to such a propo- 
sition. I will go a step further and say 
frankly that I think I will not, at any time, 
consent to that; but I need not preclude 
myself by a positive declaration. My prop- 
osition is that the senate snall vote at 2 
o'clock on Wednesday on the motion of the 
senatur from Iows. If that motion shall 
varry, then the bill goes pack to the amend- 
ment stage. Then I will want to limi. the 
debate on amendments to the five-minute 
rule and I wil want.an bour fixed for a 
tinal vote on the bill.’’ 

Mr. Manderson—I also want to t- frank. 
lam firmly convinced that the construction 
of the iuugpage in the first section of the 
bill is, as i stated )_sterday, and that that 
construction does not carry out the inteu:- 
tion of those who framed the bili. I want 
by some method, to have the bill amended 
or to move to have it amended. I think that 
the bill is very defective. it embarks the 
senate, the congress and the government 
on a very dangerous path. I am inclined to 
think that the o.ti, as it reads, commends 
iuselZ very heactily to the senator frum 
Kansas, Mr. Pefter, who is the udvocate of 
what we are pleased to call fiat money; and 
that that senator will agree with ree that 
the bill not only. requires the coinage of 
$55,000.900 of silver, but also authorizes the 
issue vf silver certificates to the amount 
of another $55,090,000. 

Mr. Butler—Oh! No. 2 

Will Move to Commit. 

Mr. Manderson—I desire to have the bill 
corrected in that particular, andthe only 
other way in which it can be dohe, if the 
motion to reconsider shall be voted down, 
will be to move to commit the bill to the 
committee on finance with instructions to 
report it buck with amendments, and I 
Jive notice that I will make that motion. 

Mr. Harris gave it as his opinion that 
Mr. Manderson was mistaken in his con- 
struction of the bill. 

Many propositions for unanimous consent 
as to the course of proceedings on the bill 
were made und objected to, until finally 
M:. Hatris ashed and received unanimous 
consent to the aollowing arrangement: That 
the senate would vote at 2 o’clock on 
Wednesday next, on Mr. Allison’s motion to 
revonsider; that, if that motion failed, it 
might be followed by the motion suggested 
by Mr. Manderson, to commit the biil; that 
all debate after 2 o’clock on Wednesday 
should be timited to the five-minute rule, 
and that the final vote should be tak- 
en at 2 o’clock on Thursday. 

It was then agreed that when the senate 
aujourned today that i. adjourn until Mon- 
aay uwext. 

The. Country Wants It. 

Mr. Vilas then addressed the senate in op- 
position to the bill. He said that he felt 
great apprehension as to thé consequences 
which its passage would bring on the coun- 
try. He was aware, however, that there 
was a settled purpose to pass it, without 
regard to these consequnces, and that one 
might just as well cxpostulate with fire in 
the forest, when smoke and ‘lames leaped 
to the zenith, as to wrestle with the senti- 
ment which seemed determined to force 
this bill on the country. The bill, briefiy 
stated, was simply a bili to issue nearly 
$200,000,000 of silver certificates; to force 
them into the currency of the country in 
addition to the amount already outstanding, 
and to substitute such a volume of silver 
certificates in place of the notes issued 
under the act of 1890, and which were, to all 
intents and purposes, greenbacks. In point 
of fact, the bill provided for continuous 
operation of the methods which it would 
set on foot. If the secretary of she treas- 
ury could employ the mints of the I'nited 
States to their utmost capacity the 1:nove- 
ment would be a pretty rapid one: But if 
he should interpret the phrase “as fast as 
possible” to mean as fast as might be con- 
veniently and reasonably possible, the 
movement in execution of the bill would 
not be so rapid. It depended upon the ac- 
ceptation in which the words of the bill 
should be taken by the secretary of the 
treasury. The bill intimated, in the first 
section, one reason for its enactment. ‘It 
intimated that te needs of the treasury 
required a provisien for relief in view of 
the deficit in the revenues to meet the ex- 
penses, for the current fiscal year. That 
reason might have been urged months ago, 
but it had passed away. There was no rea- 
sonable danger to the treaoury now of any 
deficit during the current fiscal year.

COLONEL BRECKINRIDGE IN COURT. 


Mrs. Luke Blackburn Undergoes a 
Trying Ordeal. 


HER EVIDENCE IS VERY DAMAGING. 


The Defendant Told Her That He Intend- 
ed to Marry Miss Pollard-—The Plain- 
ti? Interrupts Proceedings. 


Washington, March 9.—There was enough 
of sensation and seandal in the trial of 
the Madeline Pollard suit against Congress- 
man Breckinridge, of Kentucky, to satiate 
even the most expectant in the fashionably 
arrayed masculine audience which crowded 
the circuit court. Witnesses well known to 
all Washingtonians detailed the secret his- 
tofy of the life traveled by the snowy- 
bearded congressman and the attractive 
young woman, who, seated only an arm’s 
length apart, were magnets for the curiosi- 
ty which always surrounds the personages 
of such a case. : 

Chief among them and most interesting 
was Mrs. Julia Blackburn, the widow of 
ex-Governor Luke C. Blackburn, of Ken- 
tucky, a lady under whose chaperonage 
Miss Pollard had been placed by Colonel

Breckinride, and who showed herself quite 
as keen as Colonel Phil Thompson, the Ken- 
tucky ex-congressman, who tried unsuccess- 
fully to better his client’s case by an in- 
quisitorial cross-examination. 

A sister of Colonel Breckinridge’s first 
wife, Miss Mary Desha. also had some- 
thing to say about a mysterious basket; 
the materiality of which was not made-ap- 
parent. 

Another characteristic witness was Colo- 
nel Moore, the chief of the Washington 
police department, who might have step- 
ped from a French drama with his hitherto 
scan- 
dal, his imperturbable air and manner of 
fact consultation of notes regarding the 
tragic passages of Breckinridge-Pollard af- 
fairs jotted down on the spot. 

Dr. Lincolh, the eminently respectable 
and dignified family physician, played a 
minor part in the testimony. 

Also there were letters read, telegrams 
and four mysterious books taken from a 
Cincinnati convent. 

Two friends supported Miss Pollard in 
the ordeal and they, with her attorneys 
were obliged, at times, to exert their ut- 
most persuasive powers to prevent her from 
creating a scene in court. Early in the 
day she broke down, giving way to tears. 
Several times she attempted to cry out in 
interruption of lawyers and witnesses, 
seeming to be on the verge of hysteria. 

Shortly after taking her seat, she turned 
to give one pierceing glance, apparently of 
hatred and contempt, toward Colonel 
Breckinridge, before which the snowy-head- 
ed congressman averted his face. At no 
after time did their eyes meet. Colonel 
Breckinridge devoted himself, for the most 
part, to consultations with his attorneys, 
smiling frequently as would a person with no 
vital interest in the case and occasionally 
laughing outright. 

Only when Mrs. Blackburn was speaking 
of him in tones which implied more than 
her words conveyed, did tne congressman 
seem to feel embarrassed, leaning forward 
with his head bowed on his breast. 

The Men Interested. 

Except the half-dozen connected with the 
case, there were no ladies in court,. but 
long lines of men, like the crowds before 
the box office of a theater, waited outside 
for the doors to be opened. These men 
seemed to regard the trial altogether in the 
light of a theatrical entcrtainment, ap- 
parently unconscious of the fact that there 
was an element of human tragedy about 
the affair. 

Saturday is motion day in the circuit 
court, so the Washington populace will be 
denied further opportunity to satisfy its 
curiosity until. Monday. 

One of the lady companions of Miss Pol- 
lard was one of the sisters of the Episcopal 
nouse of refuge, in which Miss Pollard is 
sheltered. The other, who sat beside the 
plaintiff, was a well-dressed lady of middle 
age, whose identity every one vainly en- 
deavored to discover. Miss Pollard’s law- 
yers were not communicative on the point 
and the lady’s name remains a mystery. 

The number of lawyers mad’ it neces- 
sary to have two rovys of tables, the front 
line devoted to the Pollard forces, the 
second row ogsupied by the Breckinridge 
party, so that the white-haired defendant 
sat almost directly back of his young an- 
tagonist. 

Carlisle Reads the Declaration. 

The trial was really commenced when Mr. 
Calderon Carlisle faced the jury, leaning 
ldnguidly against a table and in a deliberate 
conversational tone, outlined the matters 
which the plaintiff would endeavor to 
prove. He contrasted the positions of the 
two parties—one 4 man of family, of politi- 
cal prominence, high in the councils of the 
Presbyterian church, famous throughout 
the country .a8S an orator; the other a 
friendless young woman. Something was 
said about the legal aspects of the case. 
Then: he read the declaration, which was 
published in full when thé suit was 
brought; how Colonel Breckinridge ad 
taken advantage of Miss Pollard’s youth 
when she was a girl of seventeen at the 
Female seminary, and then further

three children; that he had in the presence 
of creditable witnesses promised to marry 
her, having previously made a promise to

love for him. 

Miss Pollard Trembles. 

During the reading Miss Pollard flushed 
Grimson, she trembled violently and buried 
her face in her trandkerchief. 

Colohel Breckinridge chatted in a matter 
of fact way with his lawyers. 

Attorney Carlisle spoke in a manner de- 
*void" of any courtroom embellishments, so 
‘that his address was the more effective, 
ag he laid down the document concluding: 
“That, gentlemen, is the story of my cli- 
‘ent. She does not come here saying that 
; he is devoid of fault or blame, but there is 
the promise of marriage and its breach, 
“the issue of this case.”’ 

Mr. Carlisle said that under the law of

future she will be a great deal to me. As 
800n as a sufficient time after the death of 
lemy wife has elapsed, I intend to marry 
her.’’ 

Mrs. Blackburn described other occasions 
when ‘Colonel Breckinridge referred in 
evually direct terms to his expectation of 
Marrying Miss Pollard. 

“ The Chief's Story. 

Colonel‘ Moore, chief of police, testified 
that on May 13, 1898, Colonel Brecki.ridge 
came into h‘s office, closely followed by 
Miss... Pollaru. Colonel Breckinridge said 
that Miss Pollard had threatened his life 
unless he named a day. for their marriage. 
Colonel Breckinridge named May 3lst. 
Moore: ‘had taken notes of the interview, 
which notes he read. 

“On May TIith, in witness office, Colonel 
Breckinridge had told him that the lady 
Was pregnant through her relations with 
‘him; that she was going to New York to 
)\prepare for the event and that he intended 
‘to marry her. ‘‘He asked me to witness 
his determination. We three clasped hands. 
It was an impressive sceie,’’ said the ma- 
jor. He had notes of this interview also, 
which he read, 
& One-.of the best known physicians of the 
eity, Dr. N. S. Lincoln, then testified that 
‘Pollard to him in May, 1898, representing 
that she needed attention, as she was un- 
reasonable, jealous and exceedingly nerv- 
ous. 

Dr. Lincoln was the last witness for the 


day. 


CONFESSES MURDER. 


Assassin Was Promised $7.50 to 


Commit the Crime. 

Montgomery, Ala., March 9.—(Special.)— 
Last Monday night Edward H. Grant, who 
kept a store thirteen miles south of this 
city, was shot down and instantly killed in 
his store. The deadly shot was fired through 
the open doorway by some one on the out- 
side. At the time of the shooting there were 
two negroes in the store talking to Grant. 
A buckshot from the charge struck the hat 
of one of these negroes. The sheriff went 
at once to the scene of the tragedy and 
found that Mr, Grant had a difficulty last 
fall with three negroes named Woodley. 
The three brothers, with Jack Gabriel, one 
of the negroes who was in the store, and 
Jim Calloway, were placed under arrest 
and brought to jail in this city. 

Today Jim Calloway made a confession 
in whicu he acknowledged that he commit- 
ted the crime. He says the plot originated 
with the Woodley brothers, who had a 
grudge against Mr. €rant, and tha‘ they 
offered to contribute 9»2.50 each to pay the 
man who would shoot Mr. Grant. He says 
he ‘was finally persuaded to commit the 
crime, and Jack Gabriel, one of the negroes 
who was in the store at the time of the 
assassination, went there for the purpose of 
keeping Mr. Grant engaged in the store 
until the arrival of Calloway. The fatal] 
shot was fired shortly after dark, Moncay 
night. After the shooting, Calloway says 
he went to the house of one of the Wood- 
leys, and then to Jack Gabriel's house, 
where he left his gun. The murdered man 
was well known and quite popular in this 
city. Feeling here against the prisoners is 
very high, but there is no fear of an attempt 
to mob them.

Many Signs Show That There is a 
General Improvement. 


FAILURES ARE GROWING FEWER 


Iron and Steel Manufactures Have 
Made Distinct Gains. 


DEAD FURNACES GOING INTO BLAST.

Evidences of present improvement in busi- 
ness multiply, but confidence in future .im- 
provement does not seem to increase. 
is more business and a iarger production by 
industries, for the season has arrived when 
greater activity is necessary af dealers’ 
stocks are to be replenished, and those who 
cannot make calculations beyond a tew 
months are the more anxious to crowd as 
much trade as they safely can into those 
months. In some branches of distribution, 
however, there are indications of a dimin- 
ishing demand for goous, and the evident 
preference to medium ‘and jow-priced ar- 
ticles, with the known reduction in wages 
and family expenditures, lead many to reel 
somewhat less confident that business will 
soon recover its former volume. Undertak- 
ings beyond a short time are not made with 
great freedom and in spite of a larger 
demand, prices of manufactured goods tend 
downward. 

The most distinct gain is in iron and 
steel manufacture. The outpui of pig iron 
March lst, was 110,166 tons, having increas- 
ed 10 per cent during the month, though it 
is still 3/-8 per cent less than a year ago. 

It is also stated that some other furnaces 
have gone into blast since March 1st, and 
that unsold stocks have made practically no 
inerease in i*ebruary, so thay the actual 
consumption in all branches of manufacture 
is at least 10 per cent great2r than in No- 
vember, December and vanuary. Yet prices 
are lower—steel billets $15.20 at Pittspurg 
and. plates $l.le at Philadeiphia, the lowest 
ever known. Some moderate but no impor- 
tant contracts are reported here, anda at 
Philadeiphia business in finished products is 
not as active as i* was two or three weeks 
ago. At Pittsburg markets are weaker in 
spite of tairly large orders tor structural 
iron, and encouraging conditions in the pro- 
duction of wire, rods and nails. ‘Trade in 
bar iron is very unsatisfactory. Rails are 
uat, and with a larger production of coke 
contracts are made at as low price as ever. 

baipments of boots and shoes from the 
east are 14.8 per cent smaller than a year 
ago for the same weeks and purchases are 
still mainly of neaium or low-priced goods. 

In textile manufactures and dry goods, 
there are increased activity and replerish- 
ment of stecks, as is.natural at this season. 
But the demand thus far falls much. short 
ot expectations, and its character indicates 
great economy in consumption. 

A reduction in Wamsutta sheeting @nd in 
Garner’s fancy prints to 4% cents indicates 
the judgment of leading concerns that mar- 
Kets require more stimulating than usual. 
In woolens also, manufacturers are increas- 
ing production, mainly in a tentative way 
or on orders which are little more than suih- 
cient tu test the market. But the sales of 
wool at the three chief markets for the 
week have been 56,150,300 pounds, against 
3,598,750 for the same week last year, and in 
the past five weeks the decrease has been 
only 12 per cent, which is a marked im- 
provement, in part due to the fact that the 
mills having any orders are buying at once 
what wool they expect to need for months 
to .come. 

The volume of domestic trade shown by 
clearings decreases for the week only 17.4 
per cent outside New Yurk, and 34.9 per 
cent here, compared with last year. In for- 
rign trade changes are also for the better, 
exports having been large, and for four 
weeks, 14 per cent larger than last year, 
while the decrease in imports for February 
was 37 per cent. 

Thus, customs revenues do not improve, 
and for the week have been 51 per cent less 
tnan last year, the decrease in internal 
revenue being 16 per cent. 

Money is weak with further decrease in 
the demand for commerical loans. 

Failures are growing less important and 
somewhat fewer also. 

For the week ending March Ist, the lia- 
bilities for the week thus far were only 
$2,237,832, and for four weeks of February, 
$14,886,091, of which $6,732,615 were of manu- 
facturing and $7,697,127 of trading concerns. 

The number of failures during the past 
week has been 248 in the United States, 
against 193 last year, and sixty in Canada, 
against thirty-two last year. Scarcely a 
single one is of importance, and it is grat- 
ifying that the consequences of great re- 
verses last year have been so far overcome. 

What Bradstreet’s Says. 

Bradstreets will say tomorrow: The com- 
paratively less favorable report as to the 
volume of sales and to distribution of gen- 
eral merchandise emphasized last week 
remains, with some exceptions, practically 
unchanged. Bright and warmer weather 
has stimulated retail lines at a number of 
cities. The seven months report of foreign 
trade of the country indicates decreased 
purchase of chemicals, hides, silks and 
other textites, leather, iron and wine, ac- 
counting for the decrease of 25 per cent in 
value compared with seven months in 1892- 
’93. Increased exports of corn, coal, copper, 
cottonseed, leather and spirits explain on 
the other hand the increase in value of do- 
mestic shipments of 8 per cent. Gross earn- 
ings of eighty-three railroads in February 
show a loss of 12.6 per cent compared with 
February, 1893, that being a little greater 
than in January, when it was 12.4 per cent 
less than in that month the year before. 

Southern and southwestern railroads pre- 
sent heavier pruportionate losses, the gran- 
ger lines doing better than in January. 
While wheat, Indian corn and oats advanc- 
ed 4@% cents in price respectively this 
week, and cotton and sugar remained un- 
changed, domestic fleeces have again been 
shaded, cutting Australian wool out of the 
market so far as competition as to price is 
concerned. Pig and shaped iron, steel bil- 
lets and rails and iron ore have also been 
shaded again, in,some instances making 
new low records.

‘United States of America, Northern Dis- 
trict of Alabama.—Before me, N. W. Trim- 
ble. clerk, etc., persona'iy comes W. I. Love, 
who says on oath: That during the month 
of November or December, 1893, in the city 
of Birmingham, V. Lee Cowart did say in 
my preserice that he had run an illicit still 
in Winston county; that he stole corn from 
his own father to make into whisky, and 
that he carried off and sold as much as 
four barrels of whisky at a time. He was 
making his brags about his knowledge of 
illicit distilling. W. I. LOVE.” 

A. J. Ingle, of Double Springs, Winston 
county, swears that he believes Lee Cowart 
did assist Seaborn Posey to escape from 
Winston county jail. Posey was superin- 
tendent of public schools and was indicted 
for embezzling fuhds of the schools. He 
believes that Cowart got an order of goods 
from Robert Orr & Co., of New York, upon 
@ representation that he owned certain 
lands, which *fterwards were shown to be- 
long to the government. He believes Cow- 
art to be a man of general untrustworthi- 
ness and would not believe him on oath. 

Charles F. Curtis, ex-sheriff of Winston 
county, made affidavit corroborating the al- 
legations recounted in Ingle’s. He also 
claims that jury cert’ficates, which he gave 
Cowart for collection, were sold by Cowart 
at a discount and the proceeds pocketed, 
while Cowart told him that the certificates 
had been barred by the statute of limita- 
tions. 

Mr. Cowart says he feels assured the pub-° 
lic will reafily see the motive which 
prompts the charges. He has been exceed- 
ingly active and, it is stated, extremely 
efficient in ferreting out the alleged misdo- 
ings of the small fry federal officeholders, 
and he claims they have “got it in for 
him.” He denies the truth of the charges 
and says he was acquitted in Winston for 
the alleged assistance to Posey in escaping. 
He says he is willing to be responsible for 
the statement that Commissioners Hunt 
and Charleston, whom he is now investigat- 
ing, employed the attorney to make the 
motion for the purpose of preventing a full 
and complete investigation of their affairs. 
He says the affiant, Reid, is also being 
checked up by the examiners and that A. J. 
Ingle is his personal enemy and has not 
spoken to him in six years. 

Mr. Cowart has. borne an excellent Yepu- 
tation during his residence here. He says 
he will be fully prepared in a day or two to 
disprove to the satisfaction of the court 
the charges against him.

CHARGE AGAINST THE KOLBITES. 


That They Agreed to Cast Their Elec- 
toral Vote for Harrison. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 9.—The biggest 
sensation of the Alabama campaign has 
just been sprung. Some time ago The Al- 
liance Herald, the official organ of the 
Kolbites, began a warfare upon Ben Dele- 
mos, secretary of the state republican cam- 
paign committee. 

In reply Delemos published a card_/in 
several democratic papers, threatenitig to 
make public the vouchers which would show 
that money was paid through him from the 
national republican committee, two years 
ago, to certain Kolbite and populist leaders, 
whereby the Weaver electoral ticket, which 
was supported by these parties, if electeu, 
was to vote for Harrison if Alabama’s vote 
was needed to insure Harrison’s election. 
The Alliance Herald bitterly denied this 
charge. Now The Greenville Living Truth, 
a straightout populist paper, edited by J. 
M. Whitehead, probate judge of Butler 
county, who was on the Weaver electoral 
ticket, but who has since given Kolb the 
Shake, the result of a break between him 
and the Kolbites, comes out with a lengthy 
publication exposing the deals. Among 
other things, it says: 

“Now, it happens that the editor of this 
paper was one of the electors of the state 
at large, and he desires nothing but the 
truth. Ben Delemos has told the truth, and 
The Alliance Herald is singularly ignorant 
if it does not know it. After the Lakeview 
convention the Kolbite electors were sum- 
moned to Birmingham by Colonel P. C. 
Bowman, chairman of the Kolb committee. 
Most of them responded, and at Birming- 
ham, in Colonel Bowman's office, in the 
presence of Captain Kolb, the electors did 
sign an agreement that had been written 
out by Colonel Bowman, or under his di- 
rection, and presented to them by him, by 
which they obligated themselves in writing 
to vote for Harrison in the electoral col- 
lege if it should be apparent at the time 
that Weaver could not be elected. 

“The editor of the paper signed it volun- 
tarily as one of the electors.’”’ 

Whitehead’s paper avoids mentioning any- 
thing about the money condition by which 
this deal is alleged to have been made, but 
Delemos declares he has the vouchers 
which show how much money was paid 
and who gor it. The effect of the exposure 
will be a stunning blow to the Kolbite-pop- 
ulist combine. The democratic leaders be- 
lieve that this in itself is sufficient to de- 
feat Kolb for governor. 


THE FIFTH WALKER MURDER. 


Four Sons and the Father Have Been 
Slain. 

Hatchechubbee, Ala., March 9.--(Special.)— 
The murder of James Walker, at Forest 
City, Ark., makes the fourth son of Judge 
J. P. Walker who has met his death at 
the hand of the assassin. Judge Walker 
left this county in 1882 and went to Arkan- 
sas. He sent three of his sons through the 
country with some valuable stock. They 
were murdered in the outskirts of Aberdeen, 
Miss.. and robbed by a white fiend and a 
negro accomplice. Judge Walker offered 
a reward of $500, and the brutes were ar- 
rested, convicted and hanged. 

The judge was Limself murdered at his 
home in Arkansas in 1885, by a man whom 
Judge Walker had befriended when all 
others had deserted him. The family were 
among the best people of this county. Judge 
Walker’s removal to Arkansas has almost 
annihilated the male members of the fam- 
ily. They were all quiet, unassuming men 
and boys. Mr. J. C. Walker, the only sur- 
viving son, resides at Uchee, Ala.

George Cooper Connor, perhaps tne most 
eminent Mason in tne south, died at his 
home this morning, of Fright’s disease. 

Major Connor Was born in ireland Ucto- 
ber 19, 1834, but came to Chattanooga irom 
Atlanta in 1870. In Atianta he was a Bap- 
tist ministegz, but was piaced in charge of 
the Western and Atlantic freight aepot here 
by Governor Joe Brown, then lessee of the 
road. Always prominent in Masenic circles, 
he has held every position of trust in their 
gift and was custodian of the grand lodge of 
Tennessee and grand warden of the national 
encampment at the time of his death. He 
Was an author of several Masonic works, 
A voluminous writer, he had made nu- 
merous newspaper ventures. lie wielded a 
facile and trenchant pen, and ihis, most of 
all, prevented him from succeeding finan- 
cially 1s a journalist, although fair and 
honoraple toward opponents. He has trav- 
eled the whole globe, and when --n the con- 
tinent and in the western staaes, contribut- 
ed to various papers under the nom de 
plume of ‘‘Mainton.”’ 

Major Connor was assistant, in 1881, to 
President Scott, of the Cincinnati Southern 
railroad, and has since edited and controlled 
several papers, among nem The Evening 
Democrat, in this city. He entered the con- 
federate service while living at Thoiasville, 
Ga., ana served on the staff of General B. 
Kirby Smith, and as assistant quarter mas- 
ter of Georgia. H's wife was Miss Gertrude 
T. Cress, of Augusta, Ga. He has, for 
twenty-five years, been a conspicuous pub- 
lic spirited citizen. While secretary of the 
board of trade he scored a great victory 
in eastern freight rates to the city before 
tre interstate commission. The funeral 
will be he’d Sunday afternoon.

They Get Out Just in Time—Passengers 
Escape Unhurt, buta Train Hand 
Is Cut by #'lying Glass.

Griffin, Ga., March 9.—(Special.)—A wild 
engine and a loaded passenger train fur- 
nished the people of Griffin with some little 
excitement this morning, about 9 o’clock. 

The down passenger train from Atlanta, 
which is due here at 9:02 a. M., Was ap- 
proaching the depot on time. 

Without a moment's warning a switch 
engine was noticed to leave the yard, uear 
the Newton Lumber Company. It Started 
slowly, but its speed increased at every 
foot and it dashed by the depot at a rate 
of twenty-five miles an hour. The cry of 
“wild engine” arose among the crowd, for 
it was discovered that there was no one on 
board. Its speed was increasing at every 
moment. A few yards more and it collided 
with the engine of the passenger, which had 
come to a stop. The shock completely 
smashed and demolished both engines, 

The engine of the passenger, No. 2, was 
driven by Engineer H. P. Campbell and was 
stoked by J. M. Evans, both of whom saved 
themselves by jumping at the last moment, 

Before they had time to look back at the 
e.gine they had just left the shock came 
and the cab was a mass of splinters, and 
the space was taken up by the boiler that 
had been driven through te the cab. 

Engineer Sam Methvin had charge of the 
switch engine, No. 1479, and as hostler of 
the yard here, he left it on the side track 
near the lumber yard, steamed up, and went 
to take charge of the engine that had just 
brought in the mixed train from Carrollton, 
which arrived just a few moments. before 
the passenger train from Atlanta was due. 
The first that he knew of the accident was 
when the engine crasned into the passen- 
ger. 

Ingineer Campbell said that the first he 
knew of the approach of the engine was 
when the fireman called his attention to it, 
and then he had barely time to jump. 

Captain W. H. Beebee, the conductor, 
was surprised and knew nothing of the ac- 
cifent until the shock came that jarred him- 
self and passengers. 

The only nerson that was hurt in the 
accident was the colored porter, William C. 
Rosette, on the parlor car, who had his 
head severely cut bv a fall which shattered 
the plate glass in the dvor of the car. His 
cut was dressed by Drs. Stewart .nd Tay- 
lor, and two hours later he was able to 
continue his run. toute Agent White was 
badly shaken up and scared, but was other- 
wise uninjured. 

After several hours trains were enabled 
to pass by taking the Savannah, Griffin 
and North Al#*bama track, the wreck hav- 
ine almost been cleared »y the authorities. 

The Georgia Midland and Gulf railroad 
kindly tendered assistance to the Central 
railroad, and greatly u.ded in elearing the 
wreck.

‘United States Senate, Washington, 
March 6.—Mr. E. R. Hodgson, Athens, Ga.:

“T had not dreamed it necessary to make 
an avowal so far in advance of the time 
for the senatorial election, but I have no 
objection to saying to you, and to all 
others who may have an interest in my 
candidacy, that I have not withdrawn my 
name from consideration, and that I shall 
be grateful to my friends, as I trust I al- 
ways have been, for their support.

I have 
sought its advancement because it has held 
these grand and noble views. I have been 
with it insthe past and shall be in the fu- 
ture, and no earthly power can prevent me 
from advocating its claims to support. 

“I cannot contemplate anything other 
than its continued Supremacy without the 
liveliest apprehension of permanent disaster 
to my state and country. With sentiments 
of esteem and regard, I am you friend and 
fellow citizen, A. H: COLQUITT.”

THINGS ARE MIXING UP DOWN THERE 


The Eleventh District Has a Great Number 
of Able Gentlomen Who Are Anx- 
ious to Step Into the Judge Shoes. 


Jesup, Ga., March 9.—(Special.)—Since 
Congressman Henry G. Tui.ier has sub- 
stantially made affirmative response tv the 
request of his south Georgia friends that 
he will allow tne use of his name for the 
senate, the friends of Hon. Fleming G. 
duBignon in this section have been freely 
discussing the effect of Turner’s announce- 
ment on duBignon’s candidacy. 

Will Injure duBignon. 

"t is genera!ly conceded that Turner’s can- 

didacy will stand seriously in the way of 


duBignon, who has counted with a consid- | 


erable degree of security on the support of 
the wire grass section, particularly of those 
counties along the Savannah, F'orida and 
Western railroad, of which Mr. duBignon is 
general counsel, his duties being such as 
to constantly throw him with the people of 
all of the counties between Savannah and 
Thomasville. Had Turner not made the 
race, duBignon would have’ stood a good 
showing in these counties, but as between 
Turner and duBignon there are two ele- 
ments of strength possessed by the former 
which will work to the disadvantage of the 
latter. The first is in the fact that every 
county between Jesup and Thomasville and 
up to Albany and as far east again as the 
Oconee river belongs to ‘he district either 
now represented by Congressman Turner or 
represented by him in his last term under 
the old apportionm4nut. 
The Old and the New. 

Under the reapportionment of the state 
but three of the old second district coun- 
ties were thrown into the new eleventh dis- 
trict. These three counties are Brooks, 
Lowndes and Echols. Thus Mr. Turner was 
cut out of his old district with but a hand- 
ful of the old counties, and was put into a 
district containing more counties than any 
district in the state. None of these counties 
have very large populations, but, however 
small the number of people they contain, 
they are still entitled to one vote each in 
the general assembly. There being so many 
counties in these two districts, it will be seen 
that their united strength makes a strong 
showing in the legislature. 

Waiting for His Shoes. 

In the eleventh district, in which du Bign- 
on would have been unusually strong, Tur- 
ner practically destroys duBignon’s 
chances, and while the representatives of 
these counties would teel not only a pride 
in honoring their congressman, there is 
scarcely a county in the district which has 
not its congressional colt tied out in the 
back yard, ready to be turned loose on the 
race track just as soon as Mr. Turner gets 
out of the way. This, more than anything 
else, will have a decidedly active effect in 
interesting the eleventh district to lay aside 
any other inclination in order to support Mr. 
Turner. 

He Will Make the Race. 

It is generally understood from those who 
are closest to Turner that he will make the 
race for the senate. He has been in close 
consultation with his supporters in every 
part of the eleventh district, and it gen- 
erally is conceded tbat he has made up his 
mind to run. 

Just what effect this will have on duBign- 
on’s candidacy remains to be seen. But the

THE CENTRAL CITY'S NEW POSTMASTER 


Mr. Daisy Price, for Years Mayor of the 
City, Gets a Good Berth—Masons 
Compliment a Postmaster] 


Macon, Ga., March 9.—(Special.)—It is 
not believed here that Rev. W. B. Jen- 
nings, pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church of Macon, will accept the call to the 
pastorate of the First Presbyterian church 
of Birmingham, that has een tended him. 
Within the past two years he has received 
calls to churches in several targe cities in 
different parts of the country, but he has 


declined them. Some time ago the pasto-_ 


rate of a large church in Baltimore was 
tendered him, but he would not accept. He 
is closely atta~*hed to the First Presby- 
terian church of Macon and his congrega- 
tion dearly love him. He possesses the 
esteem and respect of all the people of 
Macon. He is a very magnetic man per- 
sonally and an exceedingly able and elo- 
quent preacher. Macon would part with 
him with deep regret and it is sincerely 
hoped by all classes that he will not ace 
cept the call to Birmingham. 
A Sketch of Hon. Price. 

Hon. 8. B. Price, who has been appoint- 
ed postmaster at Macon to succeed the re 
publican incumbent, Colonel R. D. Locke, 
was born in Macon September 22, 1846, and 
is, therefore, in the forty-eighth year of his 
age. He entered the confederate army in 
1863, when about seventeen years old. He 
served gallantly and bravely in Key's bat- 
tery and in the Jackson artillery under 
Captain F. L.. Massenburg, of Macon. He 
was with Hood in his Tennessee campaign. 
He located in Atlanta in 1867 in the shoe 
business, and resided there until 1872, when 
he removed to Macon and entered business

with his father, the late E. Price, who 
was one of Macon’s largest wholesale 
grocery merchants and most highly es- 
teemed and respected citizens. After the 
death of the senior price his sons con- 
tinued the business, and later it was con- 
ducted under the firm name of 8. B. Price 
& Co. The subject of this sketch was al- 
ways an ardent and enthusiastic democrat 
and a strong party man. He took to poli- 
tics as naturally as a duck to water, and 
has ever been found battling for his friends 
and the supremacy and rule of democracy. 
He was first: elected an alderman in 1875, 
and again at a subsequent date. While 
serving as an alderman he was elected may- 
or in December, 1884. Soon after his elec- 
tion as mayor he retired from active c@em- 
mercial pursuits and devoted his entire 
time to the interest of the city and the 
faithful and successful discharge of his du- 
ties. So popular was Mr. Price personally, 
and so public spirited and progressive was 
his administration, that he was re-elected 
mayor several successive times, serving 
nine vears continuously, unti#l last Decem- 
ber, when he declined to be a candidate 
for re-election and became an. applicant 
for the Macon postoffice. He was magnifi- 
cently endorsed for the position. 
A Presentation.

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The Senatorial Race. 

Senator Colquitt, if we may use a com- 
mon campaign phrase, is squarely in 
the senatorial race. His letter to Mr. 
E. R. Hodgson, of Athens, not only 
makes this fact plain, but it emphasizes 
the senator’s well-known loyalty to the 
democratic platform. 

Senator Colquitt announces that he 
wiu @nfistte to oppose a high protective 
tariff, the growing system of corporate 
wealth, any interference with the bank- 
ing systems of the states, all legislation 
favoring special classes and a consoli- 
dated republic. He announces squarely 
for honest bimetallism—the use of both 
gold and silver under like conditions. 

This is an epitome of the Chicago 
platform, as the democrats of Georgia 
understand it, and if they have their | 
way the senator elected by the next 
legislature will be its Bold and uncom- 
promising advocate. 

The announcement of Senator Col- 
gquitt’s candidacy will give the campaign 
a more definite shape. He has expressed 
his views so clearly that the people 
know exactly where he stands, and they 
will naturally look for an equally frank 
statement, from the other candidates. 
This is just what our people desire. They 
will not favorably consider the claims 
of any senatorial candidate who remains 
mysteriously reticent, and eyades any 
question in regard to his position and 
his sentiments concerning the great 
financial and economic issues of the day. 

The candidates will have to go before 
the people or in some public manner de- 
fine their status. The democrats of Geor- 
gia stand on the Chicago platform, and 
they do not propose to blindly endorse 
any candidate without knowing his 
views. Every eandidate must show his 
hand. It is no time for mystery and un- 
certainty. The democratic platform is 
vhe standard by which all democratic 
candidates must be measured. 
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A Vital Issue. 

There is one fact that must make it- 
belf apparent even to the dullest ob- 
Berver, namely—that the republican par- 
ty is preparing to seize and utilize the 
strength and influence of the financial 
doctrine which the democrats in con- 
gress have shown &@ disposition to aban- 
don—the doctrine of bimetallism. 

All the signs point in that direction.

What do the democrats in congress 
propose to do about the free coinage of 
silver?

which is both suggestive and amusing: 

When Larry Gantt was in Atlanta the 
other day he told a reporter for The Con- 
stitution that ‘“‘we don’t want any third 
party business in ours. We are going to 
fight it out on democratic lines, and the peo- 
ple in other states will find it much better 
to do the same thing. We have had no 
third party in South Carolina, and we find 
the democratic platform is big enough for 
us all.””’

There has never been the same condi- 
tion in Georgia that has existed in South 
Caroliaa, and consequently the demo- 
crats here have never been seriously di- 
vided. 

The deplorable financial condition of 
the country, brought about by the estab- 
lishment of the single gold standard, has 
sat the plain, common people to think- 
ing and they cannot see any remedy in 
a division which weakens their power. 
On the contrary, a majority of those who 
imagined they saw a glimpse of hope in 
the third party movement have now 
come to the conclusion that the demo- 
cratic platform is big enough and broad 
enough for every honest man to stand 
on.

Still Attacking'the Administration. 

It is a most remarkable thing that some 
of the newspapers which have been pro- 
testing against adverse criticism on any 
step taken by the administration are now 
making the severest criticisms which 
have yet been directed against the policy 
which seeks to side track the democratic 
platform. 

The Wew York Herald, which, during 
all the consideration of the silver bill at 
the extra session, and in the progress of 
the Wilson bill through the house, has 
been one of the stanchest supporters of 
the president’s policy, is now clamoring 
lustily against the administration lead- 
ers.

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The Benefit of High Wages. 

A prominent political economist in a 
recent lecture argued that high wages 
would be found, after a fair trial, to be 
true economy. 

High wages imply high production, 
and it is cheaper to employ a laborer at 
$2 a day who does more than twice as 
much work as the laborer who gets only 
$1 aday. It does not follow that high 
wages will increase the cost of products. 
It mainly a question of improved 
machinery. In some lines of production 
Wages may rise to a very high figure but 
labor-saving machinery will reduce the 
cost of the manufactured output. The 
lecturer went on to say: 

Beef is 200 per cent higher now than it 
was in 1800, because beef cannot be made 
by machinery. Hand-sewed shoes are 
dearer, because the shoemaker gets more 
pay and takes no more stitches than he did 
twenty years ago. Every improvement in 
machinery in this country helps to protect 
the wages of the man who works only with 
his hands. High wages mean jncreased 
consumption, the spending of more money, 
and the increase of intelligence by the 
reading of more books and newspapers. 
High wages make dearer men, but dearer 
men are men of better skill. 


All of this is suggestive. When we ex- 
pard our currency into a volume that 
will meet the business needs of the coun- 
try the era of high wages will be re- 
stored, and the results will be beneficial 
to all classes, from the capitalists down 
to the laborers. High wages purchase 
the best skill, the best work and its 
maximum quantity. The money thus 
paid out does not remain in the pockets 
of the toilers. It leaps into circulation 
and goes to the retail merchant, the 
wholesale dealer and the capitalist. 
classes profit by it. 

If wages could be doubled all over the 
United States at this time, with an in- 
creased volume of currency, commerce 
and industry would at once revive and 
general ‘prosperity would be restored.

In a recent article in The North American 
Review upon “The Outlook for War in Ku- 
rope,” Mr. Archibald Forbes, the well- 
known War correspondent, has compiled the 
Statistics of the war strength of the dual 
alliance—France and Russia—and of the 
triple alliance—Germany, Austria and 
italy. As the ‘figures are compiled 
from official sources, their publication will 
be valuable for reference. The strength of 
Russia is 2,411,105 officers and men, 463,000 
horses and 56,200 guns; of France, 2,715,600 
Officers and men, 800,000 horses and 4,500 
guns. The war strengihn of Germany is 
2,440,000 officers and men, 562,150 horses and 
4,430 guns; of Austria, 1,590,000 officers and 
men, 292,000 horses and 2,140 guns; of Italy, 
1,253,200 officers and men, 134,000 horses and 
1,620 guns. The total war strength of the 
dual alliance is 5,126,705 officers and men, 
1,263,000 horses and 9,700 guns; of the triple 
alliance, 5,287.200 -fficers and men, 988,150 
horses and 8,19) suns. The war strength 
of the triple alliance infantry, threfore, is 
Superior to th-t of the dual alliance in 
Officers and men by 160,495, while it is in- 
ferior 274,850 in the number of horses and 
1510 in the number of guns. The total

population of both alliances is 272,569,462.

“What did it have to start on?’

‘Jars each. Of these Atlanta subscribed to 
P36; New York to 258; New England, in- 
| cluding Boston, to 60; Baltimore, 48; Nor- 
(folk, 25; Philadelphia, 43: Cincinnati, 7: 
St. Louis, 19; Louisville, 66; Nashviile, 7; 
Augusta, 35; Char"esion, 11; New Orleans, 
10; and other cities 23. This was principally 
subscribed through ihe ccttom exchanges, 
the cotton men ¢cverywhere taking great 
interest in the exposition because of the 
good they felt would result to the cotton 
industry everywhere. 

“The total income of the Cotton exposi- 
tion, from all sources, was $263,000, and the 
expenses were several thousand dollars 
less. Were the exposition to be held to- 
day, the same money would accomplish 
twice as much~ves, even more than that— 
for you see that the cost of building ma- 
terials is about one-half now that it was 
then; freights were about double what 
they are now; passenger tariffs were very 
Mauch greater then; and in many other re- 
specis the present would, in such a compar- 
ison, have a great advantage. Then, too, 
that exposition was pitched on very ex- 
travagant lines. Mr. Kimball, who was at 
the head of that exposition, was a splendid 
éveloner, but was not particularly eco- 
bmical in his methods.

will be valuable to us in every way.” 
The Exposition of 1895. 

“At what, with your experience and your 
knowledge of Atlanta, would you estimate 
the resources of this exposition of 18957’ 

“I do not care to predict,"’ said Mr. In- 
man. “I have always said that the exposi- 
tion can be safely pitcned on a million and 
a half or two million basis, and I see no 
reasop to change my estimate in the least.” 

“To start with,” he continued, ‘‘yo.u have 
in one week done in preparation of your site, 
which the cotton exposition did not have, 
easily $50,000 and I believe $100,000 would 
be nearer the proper estimate. Then you 
have your guarantee fund of $200,000; sale 
of floor space to exhibitors, which I would 
place at $100,000, and I believe that it is 
a thoroughly fair estimate, if anything, too 
small. Then in concessions and privileges 
at least $50,000 more. From the resale of 
your property, fixtures apd so forth you 
would be safe in estimating $50,000, and in 
additional concessions from railroad and 
transportation companies perhaps another 
$50,000. In addition to this, if the govern- 
ment does nothing else than furnish a guv- 
ernment exhibit they will spend from }3100,- 
000 to half a million dollars on it. Then 
you will have appropriations made by states 
for their exhibits, apprdpriations made by 
individuals and corporations for exhibits 
which they will make, all of which will add 
up to a neat sum,” 

"“What about admission fees?” 

“Well, that you can only estimate, but I 
myself believe that there will be no doubt 
of a very big crowd in attendance all the 
time during the exposition. The admission 
fees might amount to no more than $250,000, 
but gentlemen who are good judges and 
whose opinions are valuable, say that this 
item will net perhaps four times that much. 
I should say then that if you were making 
an estimate it would be fair to put (his at 
$500,000. Now, while as I said before, I 
don’t care to go on record as making a pre- 
diction, I. believe that we have reasonable 
expectations that the exposition will reacb 
$2,000,000, or almost that much.” 

What the Cotton Exposition Did. 

“Mr. Inman, you have Seen quoted as 
having estimated the good done by the cot- 
ton exposition ‘at $5,000, 000.”" 

“That was in the’ increase of values 
alone,” said Mr. Inman, “The immediate 
results of the Cotton exposition, the great 
good which it did to Atlanta, can really 
not be estimated in dollars and cents. There 
followed after that exposition an era of 
prosperity which has never been equalled 
in the history of the city. The population 
doubled in a few years; the commercial 
and financial benefits—withim a year or so 
immediately following—were easily %,000,000. 
A wondertul impetus was given to mining 
and manufacturing and the developme.it 
ef the industries and resources of this sec- 
tion. Between 1882 and 1892 was the greatest 
era of development the south ever knew and 
unquestionably a very great deal of that 
Was due to that exposition. 

“As for Atlanta, the eyes of the entire 
country were turned to this city by that 
exposition, and in every tvay it helped. What 
the Cotton exposition did for the Atlanta 
of the early eighties, the Cotton States and 
International exposition will do for the At- 
lanta of the next decade. There is every 
reason to believe this. As for the imme- 
diate good to Atlanta of the holding of the 
exposition, every visitor who will come here 
will spend on an average of $10. anu during 
the three months we ought to have, all told 
between half a million and a million vis- 
itors. That would only be $10,000’ or $12,000 
a day, ane the Piedmont exposition ai times 
drew that many and more.: That means 
they will leave here in Atlanta and put in 
circulation fr8m $5,000,000 to $10,000,000. 

“But, in addition to these benefits, there 
are the benefits which we receive in an- 
ticipation of the exposition. Already the 
people are beginning to turn their eyes here 
and beginning to come this way. Thou- 
sands will be here while the work of pre- 
paring the 2xposition is progressing. All 
that brings a great deal of money. You 
remember the world’s fair had a revenue of 
a good many thousand dollars a day from 
Visitors before the gates were opened. Of 
course, we would not have that, but it 
shows that a great many people will be at- 
tracted here by the exposition even. before 
the gates are thrown open. 

Already Geod Effects Are Felt. 

“Yes,”’ said Mr. Inman,. “it is really im- 
possible to give any adequate*estimate of 
the good to Atlanta which that exposition 
will be. There is no question that with 
proper management it can be made a great 
big affair. Of course, in any estimate of 
financial results the question of manage- 
ment enters in. We believe that with the 
experience the people of Atlanta have had 
in the past they can make this exposition 
worthy of stanuing as the exposition of the 
great cotton stetes of America and of those 
countries south of us which, we know, will 
pe interested with us. I believe, as 1 have 
said, that the prompt subscription of the 
necessary $200,000 to start the exposition 
going will result in a $2,000,000 exposition, 
which will bring to Atlanta hundreds of 
thousands of visitors and will mean a great 
The immediate 
benefits of such an exposition will be even 
greater. | 

‘‘Atlanta’s opportunity is a very great one, 
and I feel certain that now,that all differ- 
ences have been reconciled, the people will 
pull together, and there is absolutely no 
question about the exposition being made 
a great success. As 1 said, it is Atianta’s 
upportunity, and Atianta--I mean the peo- 
pie of Atlanta—will grasp that opportu- 
nity.”

Immediately after- 
wards he lapsed into unconsciousness, from 
which he never revived. At a quarter past 
10 o’clock last night he died, without ever 
having spoken from the time he lost con- 
sciousness, 

Although every outward indication would 
point to suicide as the explanation of Dr. 
Hathorn’s death, the chances are that it 
was brought about through purely acci- 
dental causes and was merely the result of 
the actions of a mind deranged by long 
drirking. 

No one questioned the dying man’s state- 
ment that he had taken morphine until sev- 
eral physicians agreed that the symptoms 
were not those of morphine poisoning. He 
was in a deadly stupor all the while, and 
his condition appeared to the unpracticed 
eye exactly similar to that produced by an 
excessive dose of laudanum, but to the 
trained eye of the physicians another story 
was told. 

The physician’ agree that Dr. Hathorn’s 
death was caused by an excessive drink of 
alcohol, which must have been taken about 
noon. This, they have no idea, was swal- 
lowed with suicidal intent. Crazed from 
the effects of a continued spree which has 
lasted during several days, he swallowed 
the strong drink, which burned out his life. 

Dr. Hathorn was a well-known druggist 
and a most popular gentleman. He was the 
proprietor of the drug store at 116 West 
Mitchell street. There he did a thriving 
business, and by all his customers he was 
liked and admired. His one fault was his 
love for strong drink, and occasionally he 
indulged too freely in that that biteth like 
a serpent and stingeth like an adder. 

His sprees were periodical, and his death 
last night was the termination wf one of 
them. He had been drinking for several 
days and his brain was too thoroughly sat- 
urated with the fumes of drink to render 
clear thinking possible. For a day or two 
he has not been mastcr of himself, and yes- 
terday he was about the drug store. It is 
presumed that about noon he wanted some- 
thing to drink, and his craving, after a 
week’s satiaticn with whisky, was for some- 
thing stronger. This led him to drink a 
quantity of pure alcohcl, which killed him. 

When he walked into his home shortly 
after noon and announced that he had ta- 
ken morphine, his wife hurriedly sent for 
several physicians. Drs. W. T. Brown, K. 
C. Divine, Bridwell, King, Willis and T. D. 
Love were called in. Mr. Hathorn’'s father- 
in-law, Dr. Johnson. of Resa was also 

resent. The physicians resorted to every 

nown expedient to save their patient, but 


night, when he died. Quite a large crowd 
of friends and relatives were present when 
his death occurred. The announcement that 
he was dead was received with genuine 
sorrow, as he was much loved by those who 


knew him well. 

Dr. Hathorn was just thirty-eight years 
of age, and had a wife and three interesting 
children. He came to Atlanta from For- 


syth, Ga., where he has numerous relatives.

NEW YORK, March 9.—There was less 
activity at the stock exchange today than 
for several days past, the transactions 
footing up only 170,000 shares. The dealings 
in Sugar footed up less than 66,000 shares 
as against 170,000 yesterday. There was no 
trace of the feverishness and excitement 
which have recently characterized specula- 
tion in this specialty, but it still holds first 
place, both in point of activity and fluctu- 
ation. The stock was sold down ‘14s at the 
opening to 86%, the insiders having given 
out statements that the sugar duties as 
fixed by the senate finance committee were 
unsatisfactory to the trust and would vir- 
wally cripple the independent refiners. While 
wide circulation was given to these views, 
it is worthy of note that the stock touched 
its lowest price within a few minutes after 
the opening of business and thereafter 
kept up steadily until it reached 904. The 
ap, a price was 89%, being a net gain for 
the day of 2% per cent. The movements 
in the general list were somewhat irregular. 
Yet in the main speculation was character- 
ized by a firm tone, the net gains for the 
day being equal to % to 1 per cent. There 
was a number of reactions, but each set 
back was forwarded by the placing of fresh 
buying orders, which result@éd in quick 
rallies.

NEW YORK, March 9.—When we siop to 
consider the present condition of the coun- 
try, we find that much of the so-called un- 
favorable commercial outlook is more senti- 
mental than otherwise, because the general 
economies that have been practiced by 
firms and individuals for the last six 
months have prevented further business 
complications, and the money actually lost 
occurred during last summer in great depre- 
ciation of securitiés and the embarrass- 
ment of *hose who could not make collec- 
tions. Since September ist last business 
generally has been awalking a revival of 
trade, which renewal of confidence has 
come about, so far as finance is concern- 
ed, because there is a superabundance of 
money in the country, but as regards com- 
merce it has been awaiting the restora- 
tion of ordinary business conditions, and 
this can only materialize, so the commer- 
cial wonld has thought, through a settle- 
ment by congress of the tariff. The south 
particularly is rich in one respect—the char- 
acter of property that has most depreciat- 
ed in the north and east; they have never 
owned stocks and bonds, and they have 
sold their cotton this year at prices that 
have, as a rule, proved very satisfactory. 
The report on yesterday ,of the tariff to 
the senate with the cha Ss made by the 
committee from the bill reported by the 
house practically settles that question, be- 
cause, while the senate may modify and 
the house may trim, the bill as it now 
stands will go into effect even though it 
should not be put before the president for 
thirty or sixty days, hence therefore, it is 
about time that the general howl all over 
tne country should stop. The country is 
not ,soing to the dogs, and we think that 
the first effects of a realization that the 
tariff changes are now very near being a 
law wiil be that the American spinner will 
come into the market and do something 
that he has not done for many months past, 
and that is, take the raw material out of 
what remains of the smai:l supply in this 
country at this and the cotton holding 
points in the south. As soon as people re- 
cover from what has been largely a scare, 
general business conditions will revive 
slowly at first and rapidly afterwards. We 
believe at 7.50 for May or any other month 
on that basis cotton is a good investment,

| I believe, taught all classes using railways, 
the value of association and organization 
in such concrete forms for obtaining inform- 
,ation and assuring control over wide areas 
of territory, as would assure uniformity of 
rates by competing lines and protection of 
contracts on rates that may be quoted. 

The public is not so unreasonable as a 
rule in its business relations with railways 
as is ofteri charged. It asks prompt in- 
formation and absolute compliance with 
contracts made. It demands that equitable 
adjustment of rates that preserves fairly 
the parity of markets and the interests of 
differing sections, It believes that through 
intelligently and courteously conducted as- 
Sociations homogeneous in their character 
and fairly representative in their member- 
ship of the interests intended to be served, 
these results can be accomplished. 

In so far as the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association is concerned, it is 
unnecessary to revive ancient history con- 
cerning the circumstances that caused its 
creation, its aims, purposes, and operations, 
It has doubtless suffered more disaster at 
the hands of its professed friends than 
from its avowed enemies. 

Whenever during its existence its territor- 
ial limitations were such as increased the 
community of interest among its members, 
or at least simplified and sharply defined 
the issues to be met and the rate problems to 
be solved its’ efficiency was probably 
greatest. It was presumed that its or- 
ganic law, viz: “the agreement under which 
it lived, was based on wisdom and equity, 
and that it was capable of being revised 
ani adapted to the constantly changing 
financial, commercial and transportation 
conditions that occurred within its territory. 

So far as the writer knows, it yielded, 
when under the narrower territorial area of 
its existence, a fair degree of satisfaction 
to its members and to the public. If it 
failed in doing this, it was, perhaps, the 
fault of its administration rather than of its 
organization. When, in 1892, it materially 
enlarged its area and authority by amalga- 
mating strong western lines, each possess- 
ing powerful interests reserved from associ- 
ation control, and likewise possessing many 
within that control incapable in the very 
nature of things from being welded into 
harmony with those of a competitive char- 
acter possessed by other members, the seeds 
of disintegration and impracticability of 
operation were sown simultaneously with 
the completion of the act of consolidation. 

To enumerate the many apples of discord 
constantly thrown into the council chame- 
bers of this association’s committees would 
perhaps be a laborious task. An outsider 
can only judge of their quantity by the many 
unsettled questions constantly before it, and 
the many indecisive and unsatisfactory re- 
sults accomplished. That it has now reach- 
ed the era of dissolution was but natural 
under such incohesive surroundings, 

To moralize upoy its failures or deficien- 
cies is an unnecesSary waste of time. 

No doubt the seceding lines being anima- 
ted by common interest, will unite in time 
in an association of their own, The remain- 
ing lines of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association contracting their 
territory to limits that assure greater com- 
munity of interests, will doubtless perfect 
an economical and compact organization— 
embracing as its gateways the south At- 
lantic ports, such north Atlantic ones ag 
are termini of the water-line members, and 
also those of the different railway connec- 
tions, 

Such an organization, prompt to the ut- 
most degree in all its dealings with the 
public as well as its own members, mindful 
of the remotest point of the relations of 
rates on competitive traffic between all of 
the markets within its borders, giving pro- 
tection in a thorough manner to the local 
interests of each of its members; fostering 
the development of the material resources 
of each portion, of its territory accord- 
ing to the real facts of each enterprise; 
cultivating amicable trade relations with 
lines beyond its borders without prejudice 
or favoritism; ovserving, in all its deal- 
ings with its own membership and with that 
public whom it as the agent of said mem- 
bership, is expected to serve, fairness, 
firmness and promptness of treatment of 
every question, should accomplish certainly 
a maximum of success with a minimum of 
dissatisfaction. 

It may be said that this programme con- 
templates an Utopia in traffic matters and 
treatment. 

The writer thinks it*is simply the appli- 
cation of that common sense, good faith, 
industry and courtesy which each one of 
us is expected to observe in our relations 
with our feHow men. If it is incapable. of 
being applied in traffic and transportation 
matters, it is simply a serious reflection 
upon the managements of the properties in- 
terested and their officers.
